Economy in Use of Sugar Must 


Continue Until Later in Year, is 
Gist of Chief Executive's Proc- 
lamation Issued Saturday Even- 
ing Calling for Greater Conser- 
vation of Foods.

WASHINGTON. JAN. 2G—President Wilson tonight 


issued the following proclamation in regard to food con- 
servation: 


''Many causes contribute b> create the necessity for a 


more intensive effort on the part of the people to save food 
in order that we may supply our associates in war with the 
sustenance vitally necessarv to them in these days of pri- 
vation and stress. The reduced productivity of Europe 
because of the large diversion of manpower to the war and 
a partial failure of han-rsts, and the, elimination of more 
distant markets for foodst ufl's thru the destruction of sliip- 
jping places throws the burden of their sustance very 
largely on our shoulders. 


"The food administration iias formulated suggestions, 


which, if followed will enable us to meet tMs great'resporir ,_ 
sibility without real inconvenience on our part: • *' ~ ~ - 


"In order that we may reduce our ooitstunption of 


<\vhea1. wheat products should be reduced by 30 per cent. 
This reduction is imperatively necessary to provide the 
supply for overseas. Wholesalers, jobbers and retailers 
should purchase and resell to customers only 70 per cent 
of the amounts used in 3017, all manufacturers of alimen- 
tary pastes, biscuits, crackers, pastry and breakfast 
cereals should reduce {.heir purchases and consumption of 
wheat and wheat flour to 70 per cent of their 1917 require- 
ments, and all bakers of bread rolls should reduce their 
purchases and requirements to 80 percent of their current 
"equircmeuts, Consumers should reduce their purchases 
| of wheat products for home1 preparation at most to 70 per 
'cent of those of la-1 year, or when buying bread, should

In order that consumption be restricted to 
this extent^ Mondays and Wednesdays should be ob- 
served as wheatless days each week, and one meal each 
day should be observed as a wheatless meal. In both 
homes and public eating places, in order to reduce 
con- 


sumption of beef, pork and sheep products, Tuesday 
should be observed as a meatless day each week, and 
one meatless meal should be observed each day, while 
in addition Saturday of each week should further be 
observed as a day upon which there should be no 
con- 


sumption of pork products. 


"Continued economy in the use of sugar will be 


necessary until later in the year. It is imperative that 
all waste and unnecessary consumption of all sorts of 
food stuffs should be rigidly eliminated. 


"The maintenance of the health and strength of our 


own people is vitally necessary at tins time and t lie re 
should be no restriction of the food supply, but rather elim- 
ination of every sort of waste and the substitution of other
